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The procedure consists of irradiating the eggs of farmed poultry 
such as hens, ducks and geese with optical light before placing in 
incubators. The radiation is applied from an injection semi-conductor 
source at a dose rate of 1-1000 J/sq m, using a laser or a light diode 
with or without a polariser. 

The radiation source can be lightweight and portable, producing 
light at a wavelength of 850 Nm or 820 and 1300 Nm, is inexpensive and 
suitable for small-scale poultry-farming. 

ADVANTAGE - Substantial increase in hatching and survival rates. 
Losses are reduced by 4-5 times and survival rates increased by about 8 
per cent. 
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
